MARSHAL SMYTHE AND SPECIAL DEP- 
UTIES—A WORD TO OUR CITIZENS. 


Itis but justice to Marshal Smythe 
to lay before our readersthe facts de- 
veloped in an interview yesterday be- 
tween him and prominent Georgian, 
whose name it is ,innecessary to men- 
tion in this connection. In response to 
a question as to why he proposed to 
place special deputies at the polls, Mr. 
Smythe said he was compelled to. sey 
orders. He had no. option in the ma. 
ler. Instructions from heads of Cepart- 
ments were as law to him, so long as 
he remained a f2deral officer. He had 
no power to interpret alaw, but was 
compelled to enforce tne interpreta- 
tions of his superior officers. As to the 
rumor that he had imported a number 
et East Tennessee roughs to act as spe- 
cial deputies, he said that it was un- 
true. He was compelled by law to ap- 
point only those who were duly quali- 
fied voters in Fulton county, and his 
appointments were made exclusively 
trom that class. He said, moreover, 
that he had appointed one hundred 
and twenty-six deputies, all white men, 
and that both parties were represented. 
In fact, he said, his appointments had 
been made indiscriminately without 
regard to party lines, and that they 
were all white men, because he had no 
desire to be responsible for any friction 
between the two races that might lead 
to a conflict. He said, furthermore, 
that he had specially instructed the 
men that their appointments had noth 
ing whatever to do with their politics, 
and was not expected to influence 
their votes, and he remarked that he 
would repeat the same instructions to 
them to-day. 

We give thus, in brief form, and as 
prominently as we can, the conversa- 
tion of Marshal Smythe, in order that 
our citizens may understand his rea- 
sons for his action, and in order to al- 
lay as far as possible any feeling that 
may exist on the subject.

All through the distinguished 
Cardinal. deacon's long career he was a 
steady’ supporter of the reactionary 
policy of the papacy. A born politician, 
he was able to make his influence: felt 
and his ability as‘a diplomatist respect- 
ed in every court in Europe.
